WASHINGTON CAP) - House

: sider a pending resolution urg- 
ing President Nixon to resubmit 
: the Geneva Protocol of 1925 to 
' the Senate for ratification. The 
resolution already has the back- 
ing of IDS House members. 

The protocol, which banned 
first- use of gas and bacteriologi- 
cal Weapons, was not ratified by 
the Senate although the V.S. 
delegation to the Geneva confer- 
ence in 1925 had introduced it 
and the head of the delegation 
: had signed it on behalf of Presi- 
dent Calvin Cooiidge. It was 
withdrawn by the executive 
branch without prejudice short- 
: ly after World War H and, ui> 
less it is resubmitted, the Sen- 
ate cannot consider it. 

Rep. Richard D. McCarthy, 
D-N.Y., who last April urged 
Nixon to resubmit the Protocol, 
will be one of the initial wit* 
nesses on Nov, 18.
